(ii)  Water  Supply. 

The  water  undertakers  for  the  Urban  District  are  the  Stockport 
Corporation.  The  water  is  good  in  quality  and  quantity.  There  are  25 
properties  in  the  District  without  a water  supply  from  the  mains;  these  are 
widely  scattered,  mostly  in  the  Upper  Torkington  Area.  All  other  houses  in 
the  District  have  a direct  piped  supply.  There  are  no  common  stand  pipes  in 
the  District. 

During  the  year,  one  sample  of  mains  water  was  obtained  and  submitted 
for  examination.  The  Bacteriologist's  Report  is  as  follows

Nature  of  Sample;  Water  from  service  tap. 

Physical  Characteristics:  A clear  and  colourless  water,  free  from 

odour  and  deposit. 

Opinion;  A "soft”  water  of  first-class  organic 

quality. 


(iii)  Brooks  and  'Watercourses ; 

Brooks  and  watercourses  in  the  District  have  received  attention  during 
the  year.  Three  samples  were  taken  and  are  herewith  commented  upon;- 
Sample  No.  1. 

Nature  of  Sample;  Water  from  Torkington  Brook,  taken  50 

yards  e„bove  a suspected  source  of  pollution. 

Physical  Characteristics;  A slightly  opalescent  water,  with 

faint  yellowish  cast;  containing  traces  of 
grey  sediment  and  possessing  a faint  earthy 
odour . 

Opinion;  This  is  a normal  sample  of  ordinary  brook 

water. 


Sample  Nr.  2. 

Nature  of  Sample;  'Water  from  same  source  as  No.  1,  but  taken 

5 yards  belo w the  suspected  source  of 
pollution. 

Physical  Characteristics;  A dark,  yellowish,  turbid  liquid, 

containing  an  excessive  amount  of  suspended 
matter  and  possessing  a "drain"  odour. 

Opinion;  Assuming  this  sample  to  be  representative 

of  the  stream  flow,  it  is  clear  that  between 
the  two  sampling  points  the  brook  has  been 
grossly  polluted  with  sewage  and/or  trade 
waste.  This  sample  is  highly  putrefactive 
in  incubation,  and  microscopic  examination 
of  the  suspended  solids  showed  the  presence 
of  sewage  fungoid  growths,  such  as 
Beggiatoa,  etc. 

The  cause  of  pollution  was  effectively  dealt  with,  and  no  repetition 
has  occurred.

Considerable  trouble  has  been  experienced  from  the  disposal  of  sewage 
from  the  Prisoners- of- War  Camp  05  at  Woodford.  Originally,  sewage  was 
discharged  into  holding  tanks  and  was  pumped  out  daily  and  removed  to  the 
nearest  sewer  manhole.  In  March,  a new  length  of  land  drain  was  laid  through 
the  Camp  to  drain  the  agricultural  land  at  the  rear,  and  three  overflows 
were  made  from  the  tanks  to  this  new  land  drain  to  obviate  the  do.ily  removal

of  sewage.  A letter  was  sent  to  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  Camp, 
calling  for  the  removal  of  these  overflows,  and,  in  case  it  v/as  found  necessary 
ta  report  the  circumstances  to  the  appropriate  Ministry,  a sample  of  the  brook 
water  was  taken  for  examination,  the  result  of  which  was  as  follows :- 

Nature  of  Sample:  Water  from  inspection  chamber  at  Camp  C5,  Woodford. 

Physical  Characteristics;  A grey,  turbid  liquid,  possessing  a 

” sewage”  odour. 

Opinion;  A polluting  effluent  which  will  adversely  affect 

the  watercourse  into  which  it  is  discharged  to  an 
extent  governed  by  the  relation  the  flow  of  effluent 
bears  to  the  natural  flow  of  the  watercourse. 

After  considerable  difficulty,  this  matter  has  now  been  satisfactorily 
dealt  with,  and  the  original  arrangements  for  emptying  the  tanks  restored. 

A most  serious  pollution  of  the  brook  course  running  through  Happy  Valley 
and  ultimately  discharging  into  the  Ladybrook  was  detected  and  dealt  with.

Reports  were  submitted  to  the  Health  Committee  on  the  Bramhall  and  Norbury 
Schools.  Certain  improvements  were  made  during  the  year,  and  other  necessary 
works  are  still  in  the  hands  of  the  Contractors. 

The  Norbury  and  Woodford  Schools  were  found  to  be  infested  with  rats,  and 
the  necessary  treatment  v/as  carried  out  in  both  instances.  A more  careful 
watch  for  rat  infestation  at  Schools  has  become  increasingly  necessary  now  that: 
kitchens  are  being  provided. 


(vi)  Licensed  Premises. 

All  Licensed  Premises,  20  in  number,  were  thoroughly  inspected  during 
the  year,  particular  attention  being  directed  to  the  following  points 


(d)  Ventilation  of  public  Rooms. 

(e)  Drainage. 

Generally  speaking,  all  premises  were  found  to  be  very  well  managed,  but 
advice  was  necessary  in  certain  instances.  In  four  cases,  plans  were  submitted 
for  structural  alterations  to  sanitary  conveniences  following  receipt  of  Notice 
from  this  Department;  in  nine  cases,  flushing  apparatus  has  been  or  is  to  be 
installed  in  urinals;  and  in  six  cases,  additional  artificial  ventilation  is 
being  provided  to  Public  Rooms. 

(vii)  Places  of  Entertainment. 

The  sanitary  accommodation  at  twelve  Public  Halls,  Cinemas,  etc.  has  boon 
inspected  prior  to  the  granting  of  Licences  by  the  Local  Licensing  Authorities. 

The  accommodation  generally  was  in  a satisfactory  condition.  In  certain 
instances,  minor  repairs  or  alterations  were  found  to  be  required,  and  requests 
were  made  for  these  to  be  given  attention  before  the  next  Licensing  period. 

(viii)  Smoke  Abatement. 

On  1st  August,  1936,  the  Council  brought  into  operation  a Bye-Law  made 
under  Section  2 of  the  Public  Health  (Smoke  Abatement)  Act,  1926,  prescribing 
that  the  emission  of  black  smoke  for  a period  of  two  minutes  in  the  aggregate 
within  any  continuous  period  of  thirty  minutes  from  any  one  chimney  in  a 
building  other  than  a private  dwelling  house  shall  until  the  contrary  is  proved 
be  presumed  to  be  a nuisance. 

During  the  year  under  review,  26  observations  of  chimneys  were  mo.de,  which 
revealed  two  contraventions  of  the  aforementioned  Bye-Law.  In  each  case,  the 
attention  of  the  occupier  of  the  premises  concerned  was  called  to  the 
contravention,  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  serve  Statutory  Notice  under 
Section  93>  Public  Health  Act,  1 936,  to  take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to 
abate  the  nuisance. 

The  Council  is  a member  -authority  of  the  Manchester  and  District  Regional 
Smoke  Abatement  Committee,  which  resumed  its  work  in  June,  1946,  after 
suspending  its  activities  on  the  outbreak  of  hostilities,  and  have  appointed

SECTION  IV  - RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  Council  employ  one  full-time  Rodent  Operative,  who  works  under  the 
Control  of  the  Rat  Executive  Officer. 

In  addition  to  minor  infestations  of  private  dwellings,  certain  business 
premises  have  also  received  attention,  notably  a Bacon  Factory,  a large  G-rocery 
Store  and  a Waste  Paper  Mill. 

During  the  year,  the  Council  made  agreements  with  four  firms,  providing 
for  a periodic  Rodent  Control  Service  at  an  agreed  charge  per  quarter;  one  was 
discontinued  following  complete  disinfestation. 

One  very  bad  infestation  of  many  years'  standing,  at  the  large  Grocery 
Store  mentioned  above,  was  effectively  dealt  with,  and  a letter  of  appreciation 
was  received  from  the  Directors  of  the  Company.  The  Council's  Refuse  Tips 
and  Depots  were  periodically  treated,  mainly  with  Cymag  Gas,  and  good  results

SECTION  VIII  - REPORT  OF  ENGINEER  AND  SURVEYOR 

The  following  is  a short  Report  issued  by  Mr.  J.  Fleming  Andrew,  Engineer  and 
Surveyor  to  the  Council :- 

"The  year  1946  saw  a resumption  of  building  activity  by  estate  developers,  but 
the  difficulties  of  the  supply  of  materials  and  the  shortage  of  building  trade  labour 
did  much  to  discourage  any  large-scale  operations,  ^s  a result,  no  appreciable 
extension  of  the  District's  sewerage  system  falls  to  be  recorded.  In  March,  the 
Minister  of  Health  held  a Public  Inquiry  into  the  Council's  application  for  loan 
sanction  for  carrying  out  the  Sewerage  Scheme  for  Woodford.  This  Scheme  had  been 
prepared  immediately  after  Woodford  had  been  incorporated  in  the  Urban  District  in 

April,  1939,  but  due  to  the  War  had  to  be  held  in  abeyance.  The  Minister's  consent

.....was  obtained  to  the  Scheme.  Tenders  were  invited  and  a Contract  has  been 
entered  into,  and  the  work  will  be  commenced  during  the  current  year. 

The  Sewerage  Purification  Works  at  Offerton,  which  deal  with  the  Hazel  Grove 
Drainage  Area,  have  been  working  to  full  capacity  for  some  years,  and  the  Council 
had  decided  to  proceed  with  extensions  for  which  plans  were  prepared  in  1939.  These 
proposals  had  also  to  be  held  in  abeyance.  Some  of  the  adjoining  Local  Author- 
-ities,  faced  with  sewage  purification  problems,  convened  a conference  to  examine 
the  feasibility  of  a joint  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Purification  Scheme.  Many  meetings 
were  held  and  it  was  finally  agreed  that  the  probable  cost  of  the  larger  Scheme 
outweighed  any  advantages  it  might  otherwise  have.  Meanwhile,  the  Council  had 
been  approached  by  Stockport  Corporation  to  take  and  treat  the  effluent  from  part 
of  the  Borough  which  is  being  put  in  early  development,  and  as  no  tine  could  be 
wasted,  instructions  have  been  given  to  the  Consulting  Engineers  to  revise  the 
previous  Scheme  and  make  provision  for  this  additional  discharge.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  design  will  be  completed  at  an  early  date,  and  that  loan  se.nction  will 
be  obtained  during  the  year.
